Advocate) only for a Tryal of skill 
berwixt you and the Obfervator.

But for Privat 
mento Arraignthe Fudgment of Courts, and 
the Actions of our Superiours, in Publick man- 
ner and in Print through the Nation, is Ap- 
pealing to the People; which is Punifhable by 
the Law, and not to be Endur’d in any 
Government. 

This is what I have oft Admonifh’d you 
of Mr. Tutchin, as Immoral, and a Breach of 
our Duty to our Superiours and the Govern- 
ment; and Confequently an Offence againtft 
God, who Ordaini’d Government and Superio« 
rity among Mankind ; And Requires our 
Subjection not Only for Wrath but alfo for 
Confcience fake, and to give Honour to whom 
Hozour is Due. So that it is the Command 
of God to give every man that Re/pect and 
Hononr wiich is Due to their Quality or 
whatever Pof they Bear in the Government. 
And then not Paying of this Honour is not 
only J) Manners and want of Breeding (which 
by fome is Reckon’d a Mark of Sanétity \) 
but it is Jujuftice and a Robbing them of 
their Due, as much as if we fhou’d Refufe 
to Pay our Rent or our Tribute to whom 
they were Due; and wou’d be as much a 
Diffolving of all Order and Government out

(4+) But this isa thing of which you Mr: 
Tutchin, never had any Regard, nor have 
to this Day. It is never Taught in the Pri- 
vate Accademies. \n this fame Obferwater you 
fay the Admiral is a Great Adan aboard of his 
Ship, there he may Drab for Drubbing’s fake ; 
but a Shoar he is no more than my Country man 
Roger, a Common Perfon, under the Government 
of our Laws. '

This was the Conttant Note of the 
Greeks and Romans, ‘while under Popular Go- 
vernment;, When they had been Deliver’d 
and Refcu’d out of the greateft Dangers, by 
the Heroical Atchievments of fome Great 
General of their own; after the firft Hofan- 
nab’s and throwing up their Caps, Immediatly 
an Itch arofein every little Tribune, and the 
meaneft Plebeans, to have the Mumbkng ot 
this Great Man, and to make Themfelves 
Greater than he, whofe Shadow they Durft 
not have follow’d in a Day of Battle. And 
they Hung upon him, with the Weight of 
the People, till they had his Life. Unlefs 
they were Pleas’d fometimes, out of Great 
Grace and Favour, to Compound for Banifh- 
ment and Confifcatio:. And he muft be 
Thankful for that too! very Fem of their 
Deliverers Efcap’d this Fate. And perhaps 
they Deferv’d it, for Preferving fuch Brutes, 
and the Governent in their Hands. Corio- 
lanus had given iivem their Juft Deferts, and 
fav’d the World from the Plague of the Fourth 
Devouring Empire, if his Mother's Tears had 
not Perfuaded him to make himfelf a Sacri- 
fice to the Juft Refenment of his Friends, in 
Favour of his Treacherous and Ingrateful 
Country-men ; whom he had, more than once, 
Refcu’d out of the very Faws of Defiruttion, 
by almoft his own fingle Valour. And he 
was Absolutly above Covetou/ne/s, or making 
himfelf Rich; but was a ftri& Lover of Su- 

fiice, and the Good of his Country: And 
therefor was the Nobler Prey for the Tribunes 
of the People to thew their Power upon; Who 
Call’d A4obb together, to Affert their Liber- 
ties; for who knew, but this Man who had 
not his Equal in Rowe tor Vertue or Merits, 
might fome time or ot!ier, fet up for himfelf!

And he found a Noble and 
a Generous Reception from an Enemy Prince, 
who cou’d not be fuffer’d to Live in his own 
Country, which he had fav’d from the Power- 
ful Arms of that fame Prince.
